sonally, had spe nt about th ree hours studying the file and that there was no question in 
my mind but that 1 k as not only substandard but in all probability unsatisfactory. 

I expressed thorough dissatisfaction with the way in which the entire case had been han- 
dled by the Offices of Logistics and Personnel, emphasized that we had an obligation to 
our supervisors to assist them in every way possible to get rid of mediocre employees, 
and stated that if in the future the Office of Personnel could not do a better job of han- 
dling such cases than was evidenced in this instance I thought we might as well give up 
our progr am of the elimination of the mediocre . The file was turned over to Harry 

to develop further information in order that a proper recommendation might 


be made to the Director. 
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
